ible empire, appealed 
to the presi­ 
dent as his sole recourse and defense 
in event such a m eeting of the ex ec­ 
utive quorum is a tte m p te d on federal 
premises. 
A similar appeal was uis- 
palehed to Attorney General Daugh­ 
erty . 
Both appeals went forward by 
telegraph. 
Meanwhile definite information on 
the plans of the legislators concern­ 
ing assem b lag e in m e lederal build­ 
ing h ere was not forthcoming from 
any a uth e ntic source. 
\V. D. McBee, 
leader of the anti-Walton m ovem ent 
in the low or house of tiie legi. la are, 
would not confirm or deny the rumor. 
He refused to m a k e a r y unequivocal 
sta te m e nt on the matter. 
Despite his 
'shoot to kill" orders 
issued to the miliUa to p revent the 
legislature m e eting fur the purpose 
of his im peachment, Governor Walton 
of O klahom a does not ex pect blood­ 
shed here, "Ptshaw!” snorted the gov­ 
ernor 
when asked 
if 
violence was 
likely , "I can lak e a cap pistol and 
chase that bunch of klux ers into 
the 
Red river.” 
S upplem enting 
W alton’s orders to 
stop the "unlawful assem b ly " of the 
legislature any time and any place 
by the use, if necessary , of all the 
a rm e d military forces of the state, 
A djutant General Baird H. M arkham 
issued a special military , order com­

He issued the order "on the ground

Cooiidge and the cabinet began de­ 
tailed consideration of definite r e m e ­ 


dies suggested for p re se nt conditions 
in the agricultural industry . 
Virtually the entire time of the cab­ 
inet session was uevoteu to a discus­ 
sion of a report by S e c re ta ry of Agri­ 
culture Wallace. 
This rep ort set forth the facts 
of 
the situation in the w heat belt in 
particular, as viewed by ex perts of 
the departm ent. 
It also e num e ra te d 
the m ethods by which the de p a rtm e nt 
believes relief may be afforded the 
farmers. 
Of the several possible r e m ­ 
edies suggested, two were considered 
at length by the p resident and his 
official advisers, a white house sp ok es­ 
m an stated. 
T hese were: 
A reduc­ 
tion of freight rates on ex port w heat 
and ilour, and an 
increase in 
the 
tariff ra te on wheat. 
An application for a reduction of 
freight rates on w heat and flour for 
ex port already is betore the interstate 
com m erce commission, it was stated. 
Consideration of this question already 
has brought out sharply the peculiar 
diiticulties to be encountered in un­ 
dertaking to And relief by this m e th ­ 
od. 
The p re side nt’s s p ok e sm a n as­ 
serted th a t if rates are lowered for 
the transp ortation of wheat and flour, 
those railroads which now are not 
"earning m ore than enough to live 
on" would ex pect to be com pensated 
by increases in other rates. 
But, the 
authorized sta te m e nt continued, some 
of the railroads depend alm ost entire­ 
ly upon 
the transportation of agri­ 
cultural product*» for their revenue. 
This m akes it ex tremely difficult to 
find other commodities on which to 
advance freight charges so as to com­ 
pensate them for the losses incurred 
in lowering the charges on farm prod­ 
ucts. 
Nevertheless, the 
p re side nts 
sp ok esm an gave a ssurance this prob­ 
lem will be worked out if it possibly 
can. 
Reduction of freight ra te s on agri­ 
cultural products is the one method 
which has been urged by nearly all 
parties interested. 
It has been advo­ 
cated 
by 
senators and 
representa­ 
tives, rep resentatives of farm organ­ 
izations and by the 
farm ers th em ­ 
selves to every ag e nt of the govern­ 
m ent who has made a first hand in­ 
vestigation. 
B ut a general reduction, 
not a lowering of rates on wheat and 
flour for ex port only , has been the 
demand.

This statem ent, m a de in behalf of 
the chief ex ecutive following a pro­ 
longed meeting of the cabinet, gave a 
touch of optimism to tue atm osphere 
of pessim ism th rough which official 
and diplomatic W ashington has view­ 
ed old world developm ents since the 
Erauco-Belgiau invasion oi the R uhr 
uusiu eight mouthy ago. 
The p r e s ide nts hopefulness, it was 
made plain, is not 
tne 
outgrowth 
merely ol a private opinion 
based 
upon reports received from E uropean 
capitals. 
R a th e r it is the result of a 
careful study not ouly ot news dis­ 
patches, but also of euiiiicential 
offi- 
ial rep orts and conclusions received 
nom American diplomatic re p re se nta ­ 
tives abroad. 
A « settlement of the Ruhr dispute, 
in the opinion of the president a nd 
ms closest advisers, 
will open 
the 
way to a real solution oi the problem 
of putting the old world upou its feet 
economically . 
More significant than the fact th a t 
the 
Germ an governm ent a pparently 
has reached tae conclusion that its 
policy of resistance is not a success 
is the modification ot the uncompro­ 
mising stand taken by Premier Poin­ 
care and his associates.

is estimated th at as lute us th e winter 
of 1920-21 th ere were one th ousand de­ 
serters from th e American army in 
and around Paris. 
Many of th ese, ac­ 
cording to official statements, were re­ 
sorting to misdemeanors to procure 
means of subsistence. 
Th ey became such a nuisance th at 
th e French auth orities planned a gen­ 
eral raid and th rew out a drag-net for 
ail wearing th e American uniform wh o 
were not supplied with proper creden­ 
tials. 
Th e American War department 
auth orized Lieut. Col. T. Bentley Mott, 
military attach e of th e embassy, to 
h old court-martial proceedings for any 
American deserter arrested in Paris. 
Th ose ch arged with th e responsi­ 
bility of rounding up American army 
deserters watch th e news dispatch es 
from abroad closely in th e expectation 
of being able to run across a trail 
Oc­ 
casionally a clue is found In such a 
dispatch as th is, wh ich was sent from 
Basle, Switzerland, on December 11, 
1919: 
“Th e Criminal court at Fribourg, 
near h ere, today condemned to death , 
in contumacy, a former American sol­ 
dier named Crix said to be u deserter, 
wh o is ch arged with murdering an 
Italian traveler Voillermet.

FEW SUBSTITUTES 
FOR ANTHRACITE 


Bureau of Mines Says Careful 
Handling Wifi Bring Results 
From Vaiious Fuels. 


Washin gton .—Acceptable substitutes 
for an thracite are available so that “an 
in telligen t people, usin g in telligen t tir­ 
in g method s, can face the prospect of 
an an thracite famin e with equan imity,” 
accord in g to the bureau of min es. 
That fed eral agen cy, which has been 
givin g much stud y to the subject an d 
has been makin g experimen ts, reports 
that the greater n umber of homes in 
this coun try are heated by bitumin ous 
coal. Other substitute fuels, which can 
be d rawn upon in case of a hard coal 
shortage are coke, fuel oil, briquets an d 
steam sizes of an thracite. 
“When on e has learn ed to use coke 
the service obtain ed is comparable in 
man y ways with an thracite,” says a 
report by O. P. lloo<J, chief mechan ical

Coolidge and the cabinet began de­ 
tailed consideration of definite reme­ 
dies suggested for present condition* 
in the agricultural industry. 
Virtually the entire time of the cab­ 
inet session was devoted to a discus­ 
sion of a report by Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Wallace. 
This report set forth the facts of 
the situation in the wheat belt in 
particular, as viewed by experts of 
the department. 
It also enumerated 
the methods by which the department 
believes relief may be afforded the 
farmers. 
Of the several possible rem­ 
edies suggested, two were considered 
at length by the president and his 
official advisers, a white house spokes­ 
man stated. 
These were: A reduc­ 
tion of freight rates on export wheat 
and flour, and an increase in the 
tariff rate on wheat. 
An application for a reduction of 
freight rates on wheat and flour for 
export already is betore the interstate 
commerce commission, it was stated. 
Consideration of this question already 
has brought out sharply the peculiar 
diiflculties to be encountered in un­ 
dertaking to find relief by this meth­ 
od. 
The president’s spokesman as­ 
serted that if rates a r e lowered for 
the transportation of wheat and flour, 
those railroads which uow are not 
'earning more than enough to live 
on” would expect to be compensated 
by increases in other rates. 
But, the 
authorized statement continued, some 
of the railroads depend almost entire­ 
ty upon the transportation of agri­ 
cultural products for their revenue, 
This makes it extremely difficult to 
And other commodities on which to 
advance freight charges so ae to com­ 
pensate them for the losses incurred 
in lowering the charges on farm prod­ 
ucts.

FEW SUBSTITUTES 
FOR ANTHRACITE 


Bureau of Mines Says Careful 
Handling WHI Bring Results 
From Vaiious Fuels. 


Washington.—Acceptable substitutes 
for anthracite are available so that “an 
intelligent people, using Intelligent fir­ 
ing methods, can face the prospect Of 
an anthracite famine with equanimity,’’ 
according to the bureau of mines. 
That federal agency, which has been 
giving much study to the subject and 
has been making experiments, reports 
that the greater number of homes in 
this country are heated by bituminous 
coal. Other substitute fuels, which can 
he drawn upon in case of a hard coal 
shortage are coke, fuel oil, briquets and 
steam sizes of anthracite. 
“When one has learned to use coke 
the service obtained is comparable in 
many ways with anthracite,” says a 
report by O. P. Hood, chief mechanical

Knowledge and the technique of its 
application have increased enormous­ 
ly. 
Demands on the time and energy 
>f teachers have grown heavy and ex­ 
acting. 
Expenses 
for 
laboratories, 
teaching hospitals, salaries and sup­ 
plies have mounted rapidly. 
Ender the new conditions the earlier 
apprenticeship 
system 
has 
disap­ 
peared, although close association be­ 
tween student and teacher is valued 
and is retained in the best contem­ 
porary schools. 
The 
proprietary 
medical 
college 
manned and managed by a group (>f 
practicing physicians has been unable 
to maintain Itself in competition with 
privately 
endowed 
or publicly sup- 
i ported schools. 
Private practitioners, 
however, 
still 
constitute 
the 
great 
body of clinical teachers in most med­ 
ical schools the world over. 
The new conditions, according to 
the article, have produced the typical 
modern center for teaching and 
in 
vestige tion — the 
unified 
university 
medical school, in a stimulating scl- 
• ntiflc and cultural environm ent, con; 
trolling Its laboratories ami hospitals, 
under the direction of full time staffs. 


To 
Back Medical School. 
Few university schools in the world 
have reached 
or approximated 
this 
standard. 
The tendency, however, in 
alt advanced countries is toward this 
university type. 
Traditional precon­ 
ceptions, the vested interests of prac­ 
titioner professors, unfamiliarity with 
new ideas and methods and lack of 
funds are the more obvious obstacles 
to progress. 
A leading aim of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, It says, Is to 
further the development of medical 
schools of the university type by dif­ 
fusing information, training personnel 
and, in important centers, by making 
appropriations toward endowment or 
buildings, or both. 


Predicts Change in Methods. 
To attem pt to teach 
the 
medical 
student all that is known about health 
and disease is, on the face of it, ab­ 
surd, the writer points out. 
There is 
complaint already that too much is 
being forced upon him* mid that he 
lias no time to think f<|r himself. 
It 
is agreed that an undergraduate med­ 
ical course should not seek to give a 
complete education, but to ground the 
student in fundamentals of knowledge 
and technique and to inspire in him a 
scientific spirit and a sense of social 
obligation. 
These 
necessary 
limita­ 
tions are resulting in the development 
<>f graduate teaching. 
The time is 
coming, the writer predicts, when all 
surgical and other specialties and: ad ­ 
vanced laboratory w T k will be taught 
as graduate subjects. 
New Problems Arise. 
The raising of >t andante, with con­ 
sequent lengthening of 
the 
medical 
course and Its Increased cost to both 
individual 
students 
and 
to 
society, 
gives rise to a 
number 
of 
serious 
questions, tile artic ie sets forth. Some 
advocate shortening the combined ele­ 
mentary and sec* ndary school period 
by two years, t>* re t ce the age at 
which 
a 
physician 
may 
begin 
bls 
career. 
Another sn; est Loll is that 
more scholarships be 
anted to prom­ 
ising students. 
Them is agitation for 
a shorter, less e x p e n s e type of train­ 
ing to maintain tin* supply of general 
practitioners, on the theory that many 
superficially trained 
tors will settle 
in rural districts whi h now lack resi­ 
dent physicians. 
M in 
foresee a sys­ 
tem 
of 
local 
hospitals serving sur­ 
rounding areas by outpost dispensaries t 
and visiting nurses. 
While some differentiation may be 
expected between physicians who go 
into general practice immediately and 
those who pursue graduate studies in 
the specialties, there is no renson to 
suppose that in 
adum ced 
countries 
•itnndnrds of medical education will 
he lowered.
